ST REPORT ON EXTRA-CURRICULAR MOOTING 

This semester was another busy one in extra-curricular mooting, The Faculty of Law 
held the intra-mural Quebec Bar Prize and was also represented in the Jessup 
International Law Moot, the Gale Cup and the Tribunal-Ecole Interfacultaire. 
Participation in these various competitions was made possible by the financial 
contributions and support of the Dean. 

Quebec Bar Prize 

On Saturday March 7th was held the Quebec Bar Prize Moot before approximately 125 
spectators in the Moot Court. The problem, written by Harold Seltzer, was one of 
Corporate Law and dealt with minority shareholders' rights upon an amalgamation 
squeeze-out.
